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THE PEACE RIVER FIRE 

The fire at Peace River is a bad blow 
to that enterprising town, the more severe 
because it comes at a time when farm pro- 
fits are down, business slack, and building 
loans difficult to get and costly. But the 
blow is not fatal, and will not permanently 
check the growth of the community. 

There were real reasons why a town 
should be built at the crossing of the 
Peace, and they are equally sound reasons 
as to why it should rebuild its damaged 
business section. The fertility of the dis- 
trict and the strategic location of the town 
have not been affected by this misfortune, 
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CANADA'S WHEAT CROP 

The final estimate of last season's 
wheat crop, given out at Ottawa, shows 
that Alberta produced 136,000,000 bushels 
of wheat. The Saskatchewan crop was 
121,000,000 bushels, and the Manitoba 
vield 27,000900. Alberta in 1931 was 
thus the big wheat province of Canada; a 
position it cannot hope to hold in a sea- 
son when Saskatchewan gets the normal 
amount of rainfall. 

The total western crop amounted to 
284,000,000 bushels; that for all Canada 
to 304,000,000. Manitoba, the smallest 
producer of the prairie, provinces, thus 
produced about 30 per cent more wheat 
than the eastern provinces and British 
Columbia combined. The total crop for all 
Canada was 116,000,000 bushels less than 
that of 1930. 

In Alberta slightly less than 8,000,000 
acres were sown to wheat; in Saskatche- 
wan nearly 15,000,000 acres; in Manitoba 
2!., million acres. The Manitoba yield was 
thus 10 4-5 bushels per acre sown; the 
Saskatchewan yield 8 1-15; and the Al- 
berta yield 17 bushels per acre sown. 

Drought conditions of course cut down 
the yield per acre in all three provinces, 
and play havoc with any calculation as 
to the relative productivity of the soil of 
the three provinces based upon last sea- 
son's showing.

gested and defenseless city. 

This formula has at least one redeem- 
ing feature. It leaves the outside world 
entire liberty of action to judge for itself 
why the attack was made. Tokyo is too 
courteous to suggest that foreigners are 
incapable of coming to a conclusion on 
that point. Just as it was too courteous 
to tell them why it was taking possession 
of Manchuria, only assuring them that it 
could not be that Japan had any territorial 
ambitions in that part of the world. 

Kipling was right. The western men- 
tality cannot comprehend the subtleties 
and niceties of Oriental reasoning. It may 
as well stop trying, and accept the Shang- 
hai slaughter as being exactly what it 
seems to be. Tokyo has nothing to say to 
the contrary.
